Britain Will Defeat Submarine Cam- 
paign by Tillage of Its 
Fertile Soil 


In England and Wales the increas- 
ed acreage in wheat, barley, oats and 
Potatoes this year is 347,000 acres or 
aboutM$§x per cent., according to of- 
ficial returns published recently. 
These figures do not include any al- 
lowances for the enormous efforts 
made by small growers which it has 
been impossible to estimate. 

The figures constitute the first au-| 
thoritative evidence of the tremend- 
ous agricultural efforts which have 
been made throughout Great Britain,

The indications are that eggs will 
be dear next winter, dearer than 
they were last winter, so those who 
want eggs had better put some down 
now while they are comparatively 
cheap. According to Dr..Frank T. 
Shutt, Dominion chemist, lime water 
is one of the best preservatives, The 
method of -preparation is simply to 
slake one pound good quicklime with 
a small quantity of water, and then 
stir the milk of lime so formed into 
five gallons:of water. After the mix- 
ture has been kept well stirred for 
a few hours it is allowed to settle. 
Vhe supernatant liquid, which is 
now “saturated” limewater, is drawn 
off and poured over the eggs, previ- 
ously placed in a crock or water- 
tight barrel. As exposure to the air 
tends to’ precipitate the lime (as car- 
bonate) and thus to weaken the so- 
lution, the vessel containing the eggs 
should be kept covered, It is essen- 
tial that only perfectly fresh eggs 
be secured.

German Belittles 
America’s Air Power 


Commander of Germany's Aerial 
Forces Speaks Slightingly of 
America’s Aid 


The commanding general of the 
German aerial forces has issued an 
interview to the German newspapers 
in which he attempts to discount the 
prospective participation of American 
aviators in the war for mastery of the 
air. Despatches from the United 
States telling of hundreds of aviators 
who are to be graduated weekly and 
of the thousands of airplanes to be 
constructed, give the general an oc- 
casion to speak scoffingly of what he 
terms the usual Anglo-American 
bluff and American weakness for big 
talk and tall figures. 

American fliers, he says, undoubt- 
edly will appear at no‘distant date 
in increasing numbers on the western 
front, but the American aviators thus 
far encountered have not been par- 
ticularly dangerous opponents of the 
Germans, and a new squadron would 
inerely augment the already numeri- 
cal superiority of the Allies and not 
affect the question of aerial mastery 
which, he asserts, is dependent on 


the morale of the fliers and not their 
number, 

“The German people,” says the 
General, “need not be disturbed by 
these foolish scare stories which 
show all the characteristics of Amer- 
ican tongue valor.” He adds that 


America’s present supply of army 
and navy airplanes is negligible. He 
cities the London Morning Post to 
prove that the Americans have not 
developed a practicable type of mili- 
tary plane and says, therefore, they 
‘must begin from the beginning.

Is death—the act of dying, the ces-} 


satibn of physical life—painful? The 
question is one of supreme interest, 
for many, who have lost loved ones 
in this terrible war would feel a 
great lightening of the burden of 
grief if they could be assured that 
death was not an awful 
some concentration of 
body~ rending agony. 

The answer can be given at once. 
Death is painless! 

The act of dying, of course, must 

be Separated from the days, hours or 
minutes that precede it. That period 
may—almost must—hold something 
of pain, yet there is this consoling 
thought—that when physical sufter- 
ing reaches a certain point, a merci- 
ful unconsciousness almost invariab- 
ly supervenes, The heart-breakinz 
groans of wounded men are not al- 
Ways conscious groans. They are 
often Nature’s vocal protest against 
the disturbance of the vital machin- 
ery of the body, and a sufferer who 
feels no pain may utter them. 
_ The foregoing applies to men who 
lie wounded and dying on the battle 
field or in the trenches, In our hos- 
pitals, if pain is not quite banished, 
it is greatly alleviated and made 
bearable. 

How physical pain affects each of 
us varies greatly. According to what 
we are by temperament and charac- 
ter, inherited or acquired, so we face 
or flinch from pain. 

The same rule applies to the act of 
dying. We may be temperamentally 
unafraid of death, or our self made 
character may be such that we can 
face death without fear. Death, 
therefore, holds no terror. And even 
in those cases where death does hold 
terror—there are those who are ter- 
tibly afraid of the act of dying—it 
can be said at oncé that the terror 
the fear, is one of prospect, of con- 
templation only, and not of actual 
experience. The act of dying, the 
moment when the heart ceases to 
beat, has nothing of pain, nothing of 
horror, The “rending of soul and 
body” is picturesque fiction, holding 
nothing of fact. 

Deaths are in reality sudden, al- 


though we apply the word to one 
type only, A bullet through the 
brain or heart may cause ‘sudden 


death” in the sense that the physical 
machinery stops suddenly; but the 
death that follows an illness is really 
equally sudden. The machinery stops 
just the same, and with equal sudden- 
ness, even if it has slowed up before 
the actual stopping. 

What we call “death” is, after all, 
merely the culmination, premature or 
natural, of the dying that is going on 
within us each minute. Every blow 
we strike, every thought we think, 
is accompanied by the death of a 
certain amount of muscular or nervy- 
ous tissue. In health the “death” is 
followed by new life—the tissue is 
renewed, 

There is no more pain in the deatn 
of the whole pliysical organism than 
there is in the death of one cell. 

In that act of dying there may be 
pre-death pains, but the act itself is 
painless. Those who have been 
close to actual death, and restored, 
have stated that their sensations— 
the death sensations—were pleasant, 
almost alluringly so. It is not quite 
easy to realize, but the fact remains 


that “death” is quite natural, and

In the 
fine words of her Prime Minister, the 
1evenge which France seeks is not 
that of oppression, but that which 
consists in giving to all nations those 
ideals of justice, of liberty and of 
equilibrium which are those of 
France herself. The voice of Alsace- 
Lorraine calling for justice in 1871 
was a voice crying in the wilderness. 
In 1917 justice has become the slogan 
of the world  coalition.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

in Mesopotamia 


The British war office has re- 
sumed the publication of official re- 
ports of the war in Mesopotamia. 
Following the Russian military col- 
lapse there was a long time when 
Gen. Maude’s army was stationary 
and inactive unable to venture fur- 
ther because of the failure of the ex- 
pected Russian co-operation, Now 
that Russia is again ready to help, 
the British are again prepared to 
strike, and from time to time Lon- 
don is given encouraging news of 
ihe activities of the remote-army. 

A recent official report narrated 
some minor exploits and closed vith 
the statement that the temperature 
stands at 119 degrees in the shade. 

It is a novel, almost unique, para- 
graph for a military report. Brevity 
and conciseness usuatly exclude such 
statements, especially when imetero- 
logical conditions are having no dir- 
ect bearing on the fighting. But in 
this instance it is well to give Eng- 
land and England's friends some- 
thing to think about. 

It brings into existence a new pic- 
ture of the heroism of the British 
soldier. Fighting patiently and suc- 
cessfully in the desert in the fearful 
heat of midsummey, the men of Gen. 
Maude are surely doing their bit and 
perhaps a little more than their bit. 
The thought of 119 degrees in the 
shade should somewhat encourage 
the soldiers on other fronts who not 
unjustly Jook upon their own lots as 
sutficiently hard.—Cleveland  Plain- 
dealer.

tion and improve the quality. As 
much as 61 cents: a pound has been 
obtained by some growers and many 
believe that by holding a little long- 
cr they will obtain more. 

Alberta has forwarded 35 cars, o»

Vast Air Battalion 


England Is Making 4,000 Aeroplanes! 


a Month 
Bit by bit the news of England's 


acrial manufacturing activity is eking| 


out. The latest information is vida 
Washington, and on the authority of 
Alan R. Hawley, president of the 
Acro Club of America, we learn 
some striking facts. 

For example, we are told that not 
so long ago the British cabinet au- 
thorized the manufacturers to 
ahead making machines, without 
waiting for the “improvements” that 
were in contemplation. Orders were 
prepare 
the machines in parts, and now 
since Great Britain adopted that 
tucthod the aeronautic industry has 
grown by bounds, and at present 
Great Britain is getting +4000 acro- 
planes a month. 

Great Britain spent $575,000,000 for 
aeronautics last year and is spending 
a billion dollars this year. 

Now the United States is establish- 
ing throughout the country.a number 
of aviation training camps, cach large 
cnough to accommodate 150 students 
with the necessary officers, instruc- 
tors and enlisted men, together with 
a number of additional enlisted men 
to be trained.at the same time. The 
hangars of each of these army train- 
ing camps will hold seventy-two 
ccroplanes. 

Some of these training camps will 
be double units, having accommoda- 
tions for 300 students each and han- 
gars to house 144 aeroplanes. 

Including the officers, enlisted men, 
instructors and workmen, there will 
be in all 1,700°persons at each school, 
so that each training camp, with the 
necessary _ buildings, dormitories 
workshops and hangars, will be a 
small community in itself. 

The American automobile industry 
is probably the most highly organ- 
ized of any similar industry in. the 
world.

Joking at German Expense Incurs 
Severe Penalties in Stricken 
Brussels 


A general joke on the Germans— 
something subtle to lie within the 
tules and still obvious enough to 
ennoy them—seems to spring up ina 
night and. pass through Belgium by 
mental telegraphy. The Germans 
forbade the Belgians to wear their 
vational colors, Next morning: all 
Belgians wore green—the color of 
hope. 

When the German peace proposals 
were announced the Belgians took 
to strolling by twos and threes past 
ell the German officers they saw, and 
remarking in a clear yet natural tone 
ot voice: “I see the Germans are 
suing for peace!” 


_ By night apoplectic German of- 
ficers were breaking into these 
groups and roaring: 


_ “That's a lie! Germany is propos- 
ing peace!” 

Three times Brussels has been 
“closed” as a punishment for offenc- 
ing the might and majesty of the 


kaiser, Under this form of punish- 
ment no public assemblies and 
amusement are allowed, and every- 


one must stay indoors after 7 o'clock 
in the ¢vening. The first time the 
sentence was for one day only; it 
followed a little cheering on the na- 
tional fete day. The next time Brus- 
sels offended was when the famous 
Belgian airptane flew over the city, 
dropping proclamations of hope and 
cheer. 

That occasion was very dramatic. 
It happened on a clear, black night 
when the streets ran full. Suddenly 
the crowd caught the sound of acrial 
engines, That unmistakable  whirr, 
coming at night over a city in the 
war zone, always gives people pause 
—it may mean bombs, The engines 
sounded nearer and nearer. The 
plane, from the sound, scemed to be 
tucking a landing. 
uddenly a searchlisht flashed 
from the airplane, revealing the avia- 
tor, who immediately broke out the 
Belgian flag. Then white leaves be- 
gan to flutter downward. Along the 
Avenue Louise it sped, so low that 
it seemed scarcely to skiny the lamy 
posts. Suddenly the light went out, 
but the noise of the engines showed 
that it was esgaping unscatched. All 
Brussels broke into wild cheers. 

The German repartee was an- 
nounced next morning from the Ho- 
tel de Ville: ive days. 

Brussels was a strange city that 
night. Except for the sentinels, the 
streets were deserted. But every 
window was wide open and blazing 
with light. Every talking machine 
was booming its loudest record. 
Every piano was tinkling, every fid- 
dle scraping, every cornet tooting. 
People leaned out from their case- 
ments and held long, interesting and 


animated conversations with friends 
across the  strect. Amateur male 
quartets rendered selections of 


American ragtime. Dogs barked their 


tails off. However, it was all within 
the rules. 
Next morning the Germans 


amended the order so as to prohibit 
open windows, playing musical in- 
struments, conversations above an 
ordinary tone of voice, songs and 
barking. But Brussels had its joke, 

Such incidents both enrage and 
puzzle the Germans. 

“See all we've done for this peo- 
ple!” they say. “Look at our for- 
bearance! In place of their own rot- 
ten government we've given them the 
German government—the best the 
world ever knew—and they behave 
like this! They are blind, stubborn, 
ungrateful.”

Lord Rhondda’s Task 


Determined to Put a Stop to Profit- 
ecring and Speculation in 


Food 
Speaking with decided emphasis, 
Lord Rhondda, food controller of} 


Great Britain, outlined his position 
toward the public in his recent speech 
at Cardiff. He stated his determina- 
tion to stop speculation in the food 
of the people. 

“IT am going to come down on the 
profiiteer like a hundred-weight of 
bricks,” he said, “I shall not be sur- 
prised if in a few weeks 1 enjoy a 
fair measure of unpopularity. 1 have 
a suspicious feeling that the reason 
the prime minister chose me for this 
very difficult job was that he knew L 
had the hide of a rhinoceros. 

“The position I am going ot take 
up is that of guardian and trustee of 
the consumer, more particulatly the 
poor consumer, 

“T am determined if I can put a 
stop to profiteering and speculation in 
food, and I believe that I can do it 
to a large extent. At the same 
time, the rise in prices is due also to 
war conditions, and it will be im- 
practicable to bring uown prices to 
anything approaching the pre-war 
standard.” 


Land for Soldiers 


To secure good land accessible to} 
railways for the location of returned 
soldiers, under the soidiers’ land set- 
tlement legislation the Doaninion 
government is understood to non 
a plan’ which

reserves in 
the three prairie provinces, and the 
placing of the Indians upon individ- 
ual holdings.. This scheme, it has 
been argued, will be to the advan- 
tage of the sections of country con- 
cerned, and also to the Indians them- 
selves, 


Avoid Waste 


Government regulation in Great 
Britain to insure an adequate supply 
of anilk at a’reasonable price next 
winter for the protection of infants 
is being demanded of Lord Rhondda, 
the English food controller,,by the 
Women’s Freedom League. The 
league urges that the food controller 
celebrate “Baby Week” by the an- 
nouncement of a reduction in the 
price of milk, and commends him for 
liis “strong declaration against pro- 
fiteering.” 

Recommendations have been made 
by a committee in charge of this 
question that any feeling of insecurty 
ty existing among dairy men in ree 
spect to labor and feeding stuffs be, 
us far as possible, reduced; that sur- 
plus summer milk be used to the 
best advantage; and that the loss of 


milk during the warm months by 
waste or souring be eliminated. 
Other recommendations are that 


steps be taken to see that the use of 
dried or liquid milk in the manufac- 
ture of milk chocolate be prohibited; 
that surplus milk which cannot be 
manufactured into dried or condens- 
ed milk should be used for cheese; 
and that the sale of preserved cream 
should be prohibited during the war.

Business Efficiency in the Use of the 
Nation’s Natural Resources 
One of the surprises to those vis- 
iting Europe in peace times the 
method by which all lands aif&?are- 
fully examined and put to work ac- 
cording to their capacity. No farmer 
is permitted to locate on non-agri- 
cultural soil, and at the same time, 
good farming soil cannot be retain- 
ed under such a crop as timber, Can- 
ada has only made a beginning at ap- 
plying such a policy of business ef- 
ficiency in the use of the nation’s 
natural resources. Thousands of 
farmers are today tied to farms that 
produce only a few dollars an acre, 
their efforts and ambitions practical- 
ly wasted in a time when man-power 
is at a high premium. Taking the 
whole of Canada’s area, more than 
two-thirds will never produce field 
crops, and the bulk of the twosthirds 
will prove profitable under only one 

crop, namely timber. 

All efforts for the protection of tha 
forests against fire and other forms 
of needless waste aim to keep in a 
productive condition those millions 
of acres that can never grow field 
crops. Canada holds a tremendous 
national advantage in her forests, but 
from the beginning of the last cen- 
tury about two-thirds of the original 
inheritance has been destroyed by 
fir Nearly all modern countries 
have put an end to forest fires by 
carefully organized protective  sys- 
tems,

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GERMANY LED INTO MANY ERRORS 
‘BY STRANGE LACK OF FORESIGHT 


THE SERIES OF MISCALCULATIONS BY THE ENEMY 


Eminent Writers Believe That There Are Forces Outside Of Our 
. Knowledge And‘Control Which Govern The War Situation 
And Are Dominant Factor in Controlling Events 


In one of his illuminating articles 
in Land and Water, Mr. Arthur Pol- 
len has recently shown what the Ger- 
mans might and could. have done in 
crippling our fleet when it was re- 
viewed by the King near Portsmouth 
in 1914, just before the war broke 
out. But the Germans never con- 
templated the likelihood or even the 
possibility of Britain entering the 
strife. Mr: Pollen remarks that 
though they have shown themselves 
all through these three years greatly 
daring, yet they dared just too little 
at the outset, and that, though they 
have proved themselves to be dia- 
bolically, wicked, they were not wick- 
ed enough to win, If at that moment 
they knew, as they did, that war was 
inevitable, they ought, Mr. Pollen 
argues, to have risked the possibility 
of Britain coming in, and to have re- 
membered that first of all. If only 
their foresight had been equal to 
thei¢ subsequent want of scruple they 
could Have done Britain immense 
flamage, and delayed action by our 
feet ‘for .at,Jeast six months. The 
Germans have thus given an example 
of childish folly hand in hand with 
atrocitrious wickedness and cunning. 
It -is:no ,wonder that Mr, Pollen 
quotes some striking words of the 
great «jurist, Sir Frederick Pollock, 
words’:which deserve to be _perma- 
nently remembered: “The Germans 
will go down in‘history as people 
who foresaw everything except what 


actuallg,happened, and calculated ev- 
erythiG except its cost to them- 
selves.” 


There is nothing more remarkable 
than the.series of German miscalcu- 
lations. {Not only.did they assume 
that Britain would nat intervefe, 
they ‘reckoned on Irish, discontent, 
the independence of the various parts 
of the British empire, and a sudden 
attack on France through Belgium 
before Russia could be ready, Then 
in the war itself, some most impres- 
sive asd ‘significant instances have 
occurred. -It is well known that at 
the Marne ‘everything indicated that 
the worst .would happen, and, if ru- 
mor be correct, this . was believed 
even by our. high command, and nob- 
ly faced. °Yet suddenly everything 
was: changed, the retreat was arrest- 
<d, and “the miracle of the’ Marne” 
is now a well-recognized phrase. 
Then, too,2in the closing days of 
October and the beginning of No- 
vember, 1914, the Germans suffered 
a severe defeat on the Yser. They 
might have hadsthe coast of Belgium 
and France’ without difficulty when 
they first entered the country, only 
they weres'in too great a hurry to 
get to Paris. ° Mcanwhile the British 
aimy had ¢stablished’ itself in Bel- 

ium. Butzéven on the Yser and at 

pres, whéf: a thin line of British 
soldiers wifhStood an overwhelming 
mass of Gérmans, it is now known 
that with a little. more pressure and 
perhaggs only another half an hour or 
so of ting, the Belgian coast and 
Calais would have been won. 

And what may be said of Verdun? 
An able writer has pointed out four 
reasons for this attack which was no 
sudden decision; but a carefully pre- 
pared effort.. There was the military 
reason which seemed to insure suc- 
cess to the Germans and would in- 
volve terrible embarrassment to the 
French, ‘Fhere was the political rea- 
son, involving the detachment of 
France from the Allies, and peace on 
Germany's terms. There was the 
dynastic reason, the prestige of the 
imperial house, and the military 
caste, with that of the Crown Prince 
in particular. And there was the 
economic reason, relieving Germany 
of the menace of the Lorraine iron 
mines. All this enables us to realize 
what the loss of Verdun would have 
meant, and yet the prolonged aid 
thorough preparations went for neth- 
ing. Making every allowance for 
French foresight and valor, is it Dos- 
sible to avoid noticing something 
still more remarkable? 

It is unnecessary to do more than 
refer to the political blundering by 
which America was brought into the 
war, and to the shortsighted endeav- 
ors to fraternize with Russia when a 
sudden and strong attack, while the 
Russian army 'was “paralyzed” by 
the new liberty, would almost cer- 
tainly have put Petrograd at the mer- 
cy of the Germans. Mr. Pollen asks 
whether it 1s “altogether chance” 
that there should have been “this 
startling blindness to the most pal- 
pable forces} of the game, sich inex- 
plicable inaction where the right ac- 
tion was so obvious and easy.” No, 
it is not “chance,” but,-as a striking 
article by Dr, Archibald Fleming has 
pointed, out, there are forces outside 
our k@&vledge and’ control _ which 
may change a situation ig_an instant. 
This is the dominant factoPmthe mor- 
al reality at the back of everything. 
The effect may be brought out by 
material forces gf which we know 
nothing, or by ' psychological ele- 
ments which we’ cannot calculate. 
But in either case it is passible an 
important to distinguish,+, between 
means and source, between’ the hum- 
an factors which seeim’ so, natural an 
the Diving power jwhich controls, the

Royal Flying Corps 


American Flyers are Now Training 
at Toronto 


One hundred American flight ca- 
dets are now in training with the 
Royal Flying Corps at Toronto, the 
squad being on parade daily on the 
University campus where their dis- 
tinctive uniform attracts much at- 
tention, The Americans are taking 
their training under British officers. 
The American government wil) bear 
the expense of providing the aero- 
planes and acrodromes and of look- 
ing after their men while they are in 
Canada. 

This is but preliminary to a vast 
amount of work which the Canadian 
branch of the Imperial Royal Flying 
Corps purposes to do for the Ameri- 
can government, as, according to re- 
ciprocal arrangements completed be- 
tween the American and British au- 
thorities, the Canadian branch will 
provide the training facilities in the 
summer, while the United States 
will provide the training during the 
winter period, when it is impossible 
to teach flying in Canada. 

Present arrangements provide for 
the handling of a hundred American 
air students a month, In return for 
this Canadian students will go to 
American points next winter, Cali- 
fornia having been selected as one 
of the chief training centres. The 
Royal Flying Corps have been un- 
able to enlist enough flight cadets in 
Canada to keep their wheel machin- 
ery in operation all the time. 


Save The Fat 


Economy Necessary in the Use of 
Bacon 


Bacon at the present high price is 
too great a luxury for many of us, 
and the farm housekceper with her 
home supply is very fortunate. Cer- 
tainly no scrap of bacon or bacon fat 
should be wasted. ‘The fat from fry- 
ing bacon is sufficiently purified, af- 
ter boiling in water, for many forms 
of. cookery in which lard is ordinarily 


disputed, and most of them have 
been denied, by the other delegates, 
and now the Scandanavian repre- 
sentatives have united in proclaim- 
ing that, though they want a peace 
which shall be without annexations 
or indemnities, they do not mean by 
those words what Germany means, 
but something quite different and 
practically indistinguishable from the 
opposite of her definitions. 

They say that “no annexations,” 
as they understand the phrase, is.a 
demand that will not be violated by 
the re-arrangement of frontiers, ex- 
cept when, foreign rule is imposed 
against the will of the resident popu- 
lation, as it was in the case of Al- 
sace and Lorraine! And when they 
say. “no indemnities,” they have in 
mind, not due reparation for wrong- 
ful destruction done, but exactions 
of money like that of Germany from 
France after the war of '70 and like 
her ruthless fining of Belgium and 
the Belgian cities. 

And it was to encourage dreadful 
heresies like these—expressions of 
sentiment exactly like those coming 
from __ the never-to-be-sufficiently 
hated Allies, the open foes of sacred 
Germany, that she encouraged the 
holding of the Stockholm conference! 
Of regard for Teuton feeling and for 
Teuton necessities, it has shown few 
signs in discussion and rione at all 
in its decisions.’ . So another well- 
laid and ‘executed plan goes wrong, 
and new proof is given that efficien- 
cy, even German ‘efficiency, can be 
most inefficiently employed.-—From 
the New York Times.

Barrier Tight Against Subs. 


Germans Try to Break It But Their 
Efforts Are Futile 


Across the eastern mouth of the 
English Channel there still stretches 
the great barrier, which is one of the 
Principle defences of the Allies’ vi- 
tal channel traffic against the visit of 
the German submarine. 

: The “barrage,” they call the bar- 
tier, in naval phrase. It consists in 
general terms of a scrics of “ob- 
structions” stretched from huge steel 

to 


and patrolling the great barrier. Its 
existence is no secret to the Ger- 
mans, for they are constantly send- 
ing over airplanes to chart the buoys 
and mark any changes that may have 
been made since their last visit. And 
changes are constantly ebing made. 

Here and there along the line are 
secret openings through which naval 
pilots may guide legitimate craft on 
their way, but these openings are 
frequently altered, and not even the 
airplane eyes of the German can tell 
Which buoy marks safe passage and 
which marks destruction. If his 
mine-laying submarines wish to en- 
ter the channel they must take their 
chances. They must cross submerg- 
ed, for the patrol boats are on con- 
stant duty, and if they escape the 
traps, while submerged, it can only 
be said that another miracle has hap- 
pened. 

Such miracles seldom happen. 
Sometimes twice a week, sometimes 
oftener, explosions are heard at night 
from the great barrier, indicating 
that “something” has touched off a 
group of mines, Immediately the 
patrols hurry off in the direction of 
the explosion. What they find there 
is a well-kept secret. 

Recently the Germans tried a new 
plan to break the barrier. They sent 
over three seaplanes with orders to 
descend low over the great barrier, 
at any risk, and shoot their machine 
guns into the buoys, thus sinking 
them and the barrer with them. But 
the patrol boats were on hand, and 
two of three seaplanes never return- 
ed to their German home. 


Germany’s War 
Came Prematurely 


Started World Catastrophe too Soon 
for Their Complete Success 


In 1914 German foreign trade ex- 
ceeded that of the United States, 
and was of much more profitable 
character. England was the only 
country ahead of Germany, and the 


latter was gaining on her rival at the 
ear. The 


rate of about 15 per cent. a 
German military, naval, and air ser- 
vices were being rapidly expanded, 
and but a few more years were nced- 
ed to render the mailed fist far 
stronger than it was in 1914, Other 
nation$ were begrudging the expense 
of armament and holding back where- 
ever possible. Germany was going 
ahead eagerly and joyfully, howev- 
er, with a definite and fell purpose 
in view. Her statesmen under-esti- 
mated the resisting power of others, 
over-estimated their own state ot 
preparedness, or else were pushed on 
to action by forces from within the 
nation of which no true analysis has 
been made or can be until the situa- 
tion at the beginning of the war can 
be studied in the calmer light of 
peaceful retrospective. 

They precipitated a world catas- 
trophe before they were strong 
enough to turn it to their own com- 
plete advantage. It. is possible that 
the day would never have come 
when Germany could have dictated 
her terms to the world, but had she 
waited ten years longer she would 
have, barring accidents, brought 
about a state of affairs with the 
possibilities of which the imagina- 
tion can only play. It is bad enough 
as it is, and the bill of costs to 
humanity for even Germany's pre 
mature effort to become the super- 
power of the world will reach a stag- 
gering total of which the German 
people themselves will pay a heavy 
share.—J.D. Whelpley, in Fortnight- 
ly Review.

HOW ASSISTANCE IS GIVEN THE 
FARMERS IN WESTERN CANADA 


BETTER METHODS OF FARMING BEING TAUGHT 


Departments of Agriculture In 


Better Marketing Facilities 


Western Provinces of Canada lying 
in their. agricultural possibilities, 
is not surprising that considerable 
efforts are made to assist and cdu- 
cate the farmer in the best methods 
of farming and disposing of his pro- 
duce. The Saskatchewan govern- 
ment, through its department of ag- 
riculture, has shown much activity 
in this respect. This department was 
inaugurated in 1897, and its history, 
together with an account of what it 
is accomplishing at the present time,| 
is interesting; incidentally, it also 
reflects the agricultural progress of| 
the province, which in many re- 
spects is most remarkable, 

In 1898 the entire staff of the de- 
partment consisted of twenty-five 
employees; in March, 1917, the staff 
had been increased to seventy, not- 
withstanding the fact that the de- 
partment has been relieved of a 
great part of its original work by the 
creation of other departments. The 
number of farms in the whole of 
the North West Territories, includ- 
ing Alberta and Saskatchewan, in 
1898, was 8,346; in 1911 they had 
increased to 119,934 in Saskatchewan 
alone. Many more have been added 
to this number since. The first es- 
timate of crop production was made 
by the department to cover the har- 
vest of 1899, when the wheat yield 
was given as 6,439,183 for the Terri- 
tories; in 1916 the yield in Saskat- 
chewan alone was 123,448,000 bush- 
els, while in 1915 it was 243,481,000 
bushels. 

Broadly speaking, the policy and 
efforts of the department have been 
directed along two main lines; firstly, 
educational, in endeavoring to pro- 
mote better methods of farming, and 
secondly, economic, or endeavoring 
to improve the business conditions 
of the producers so as to place the 
business of agriculture in Saskatche- 
jwan upon a sound, permanent and 
attractive basis. 

The department has done much to 
spread a knowledge of the methods 
of farming best suited to the pro- 
vince and has furnished lecturers for 
institute meetings and judges for 
competitions at fairs; paid legisla- 
tive grants to agricultural socicties 
and provided scholarships for do- 
mestic scicnce students. With the 
co-operation of the agricultural col- 
lege at Saskatoon much educational 
work has been carried on, notably by 
means.of the “Better Farming” 
trains, which during the few years 
have been run through the more re- 
cently settled districts, giving practi- 
cal. demonstrations and conveying in- 
formation as to the best farming 
methods to those whom it would 
otherwise have been difficult to 
reach. Agricultural education in the 
primary schools has been furthered 
by the encouragement of school gar- 
dens, assistance at fairs, and the 
provision of seeds for school gat- 
dens at the lowest possible cost. 

A striking example of what has 
been accomplished is shown in the 
dairy industry. The butter output 
had fallen as low as 126,849 pounds 
in 1896, and only two of the four 
creameries then in operation were 
ona self-supoprting basis. In 1916 
th€ production of butter was 2,538,- 
061 pounds—an increase of almost 


twentyfold in ten years—and there 
were seventeen creameries, with 
7,205 farmers sending cream. Much 


of this growth is due to the assis- 
tance rendered by the department of 
agriculture which took the dairy in- 
dustry in hand, and instituted a_co- 
operative scheme which _ entirely 
changed the situation. Creameries, 
vo-operatively owned, have been lo- 
cated at seventeen central points on 
the different railroads. Express 
charges are paid at the creamery to 
that the farmer at a distance does 
not suffer from the fact that the 
creamery is not at his door. The 
dairy branch markets the products, 
distributing the total net profits co- 
operatively twice a month. Instruc- 
tion in dairying is given to farmers 
at the creameries throughout the 
year, and by travelling instructors in 
special dairy instruction cars. 

The livestock branch, organized in 


ing livestock of every kind, as fav-| 
orably as possible, and selling them 
to farmers on a cash, half cash or 
quarter cash basis. In this manner 
549 Saskatchewan farmers had been 
supplied with 1,384 cattle and 3,650 
sheep up to the end of the last fiscal 
year, 

To assist the farmer in practising 
such tillage and cropping methods as 
will control noxious weeds and re- 
sult in bigger and better crops there 
is a special branch of this depart- 
ment, working through agricultural 
secretaries and weed inspectors. This 
branch also analyses seed for purity 
and tests it for germination. There 
is a branch for the collection and| 
compilation of statistics and useful 
information for farmers. The statis- 
tics and information are distributed 
in the form of free pamphlets and 
leaflets and in a monthly publication 
and are of great aid to the farmer. 

The farmer is assisted in obtain- 
ing labor by the bureau of labor, 
which was organized in 1917, ‘This 
branch secures and distributes farm, 
domestic and harvest labor by means 


of employment bureaus, and by 
working in conjuhction with the 
transportation and immigration au- 
thorities. ’ 

In the promotion, formation and 


conducting of agricultural co-opera- 
tive associations advice and  assis- 
tance is rendered by the co-opera- 
tive organizations branch, which was

Munitionettes In a Raid 


Girl Munition Worker Tells of Her 

Emotions During a Zepp Raid 

A stecl tester in a large munitions 
factory relates her experience of her 
first “air raid,” or at least when the 
cry resounded throtghout the fac- 
tory, “Look out, the Zeppe’s are 
out.” There were about 100 girls in 
the government testing department 
and 3,000 men and girls working at 


the production of shells. “I was 
amongthe former, hard enough 
work. We worked from 6 to 6 for 


one week, and the following week, 
en the night staff, with a good long 
car ride at each end. We were very 
well treated. We were given tea in 
the afternoon, or through the night, 
whatever shift we were working on. 

“One night, just after we got back 
from supper at 11 o'clock, the lights 
went out. The girls shouted “A 
Zepp raid.” We waited a while. 
Uhen our superiors came and guided 
us with an ‘electric flash along to 
the bond room. As I walked and 
saw thousands of shells stacked up, I 
thought of what might happen if a 
bomb fell there. As the shrapnel 
cases were full, and placed alongside 
of this plant was a large Annaline 
dye works, the catastrophe would 
have been indescribable. I confess 
to feeling scared. The other girls 
knew that it was my first experience 
and were watching me. This fact 
put nerve into me, and I walked 
along with the others as if I were on 
parade. 

“Several girls of course, were pre- 
pared for these occurrences, and prp- 


duced flash lights as soon as the 
warning was raised. When we got 
to the large room I began knitting 


more by touch than by sight, and 
by and by we had a concert; one 
dear little red-haired girl, who had 
been a teacher, sang “Land of Hope 
and Glory.” Others gave variety by 
singing lighter things. 

“At two a.m. we went to the din- 
ing room across the street, four of 
us, for tea, I shall never forget the 
sight of the strong flash lights in the 
sky, which I observed as soon as 1 
got out of the room, Our scouting 
planes were circling the factory. 
What an inspiration that was! Good 
old England! When people ask 
what our airmen are doing, remem- 
ber that they are guarding not only 
our shores, and acting as eyes to our 
lads in. the trenches, but they are 
warding off the airmen of the encmy 
at over 4,000 munitions factories. 
Think of what that means! As I 
took my tea I lifted my soul, in sec- 
ret prayer, that these angels of the 
night with their lights flashing down 
upon us to give us hope and flash- 
ing above and below to sce that the 
enemy was kept out of our path, I 
felt proud of them and went back to 
svork with a keener relish of what 
is meant by doing one's bit.” 


Brilliant British Exploit 


Motor Boats Taken to Africa Did 
Effetcive Work 


When the histories of the war are 
written the British blunders that 
have received so much attention will 
be eclipsed by accounts of brilliant 
exploits like the one which has just 
been received of a fight on Lake Tan- 
ganyika, in the heart of Africa, This 
long shect of water forms the great- 
er part of the western boundary of 
German East Africa, and here the 
Germans felt secure in the posses- 
wipe of three staunch gunboats. 

Two motorboats, outclassing tle 
German gunboats, were shipped from 
England to Cape Town and thence 
overland by almost superhuman et- 
fort. The Germans heard a rumor of 
their coming but laughed it to scorn 
as sheer madness, The expedition 
was hampered by tropical heat and 
shortage of water, the men enduring 
torture from thirst that the traction 
engines might have what water there 
was. After many months the boats 
were launched on the lake and in a 
series of brisk running fights cap- 
tured one of the German boats and 
sank the other two.
